day Job 


A COUNCIL’S decision to hire 
a communication chief for up 
to £700 a day - equivalent to 
£182,000 a year - has been 
defended by a Conservative 
member as “small beer” but 
slammed by a Government 
minister. 

Suffolk County Council is employing 
Jill Rawlins as temporary head of 
communications, starting next week on a 
six-month contract, and the rate of pay is 
between £2,000 and £3,500 a week. 

The decision by the Conservative-run 
council to make the appointment just as 
David Cameron has called for “painful” 
cuts in public spending has drawn sharp 
criticism but also support.

A council spokesman said the new 
appointee would review communi¬ 
cations across the council to make 
“significant savings”. 

Cllr Lisa Richards, who represents 
Newmarket and Red Lodge on the county 
council and is portfolio holder for waste, 
said: “We hope this will drive through 
more savings than the post will cost us. 

“We need to ensure we are getting the 
best deal for Suffolk taxpayers.” 

Tory Cllr Tim Marks, who represents 
Haverhill Cangle division on the council, 
said: “She has been tasked with bringing 
in half a million pounds in savings - £700 
a day is small beer.

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Man dies after 
crews pull him 
from house blaze 


A STABLE worker has died after 
being pulled unconscious from a 
fierce house fire. 

The man was in an upstairs 
bedroom at a house in Exeter 
Road, Newmarket, when the blaze 
broke out on Tuesday afternoon. 

The dead man is understood to 
be in his 30s and from Eastern 
Europe, and had been working in 
stables in the town. 

Kay Fowler, 26, who said she 
had worked with the victim, said: 
“This will affect us all. He was an 
absolutely smashing lad. One of 
the nicest riders in Newmarket.” 

Fire crews who attended the 
incident pulled him out within 
minutes of arriving at the scene. 

He was taken to West Suffolk 


Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, in a 
serious condition but died later. 

There was little sign of damage 
outside the detached house. But a 
senior fire officer said severe 
damage had been caused inside 
the room where the fire is thought 
to have started. 

Suffolk police said the cause of 
the fire was being investigated. 

“Police are treating the fire as 
unexplained and we are asking 
anyone with information to call us 
on (01473) 613500,” said a police 
spokeswoman. 

Police said the man was a 
“foreign national” and they were 
trying to contact his family. 

Formal identification was due 
to be made late yesterday.

Mark Steggall, Suffolk fire 
service district commander, said: 
“There was a severe fire in a first 
floor bedroom. The occupant of 
the room was suffering from 
smoke inhalation and possibly 
other injuries.” 


He said firefighters had found 
the man and removed him from 
the house within five minutes and 
had the fire out within another 10 
minutes. A turntable ladder engine 
was called from Bury St Edmunds 
in case the blaze broke through

the roof of the house. But the fire 
crews were able to contain it. 

Neighbour Rob Walker, 17, 
said: “There was just thick smoke 
and no flames when I looked out. 
The fire engines were already 
here by then.”

“You have to 
speculate to accu¬ 
mulate is the way I 
look at it.” 

And deputy 
leader Jane Storey 
justified the app¬ 
ointment as it 
would speed up a 
programme of 
budget savings. 

She said: “You 
have to remember 
the post doesn’t 
offer sick pay - if 
they don’t turn up 
for work, they don’t 
get paid. 

“There’s no 
pension and no 
other benefits.” 

But the council’s 
Lib Dem opposi¬ 
tion leader, Kathy 
Pollard, said: 
“What would the 
public rather have 
- four new fire¬ 
fighters or one 
head of communi¬ 
cations? 

“We all know 
what the answer 
would be.” 

At Government 
level, Communities 
Secretary Eric 
Pickles said the 
council had not 
made a “com¬ 
pelling case” for 
offering a “super 
salary”. 

He said: “We are 
calling time on this 
reckless attitude to 
spending taxpay¬ 


ers’ cash on super 
salaries. Local gov¬ 
ernment must 
wake up and rea¬ 
lise the gravy train 
is on borrowed 
time. 

“The days of 
taking the taxpayer 
for a ride are over. 

“We must deliver 
value for money 
and I believe our 
plans to throw 
open the books of 
councils will put an 
end to wasteful 
spending.” 

Matthew Elliott, 
of the Taxpayers’ 
Alliance, said the 
appointment 
would leave Suff¬ 
olk’s taxpayers with 
“an astronomical 
bill”. 

He said: “An age 
of austerity is 
coming and the 
county council 
should make do 
with the communi¬ 
cations staff they 
already have.”

Airgun hooligan 
shoots 34 cars 


MORE than 30 cars 
were damaged by an 
airgun hooligan. 

Owners were left with 
repairs costing more than 
£3,000 after the damage 
spree in the Newmarket 
and Exning areas when 
what is thought to have 
been a ball bearing gun or 
air gun was fired at the 
vehicles. 

Inspector Neil Ireland, 
who heads police 
neighbourhood teams in 
the Forest Heath district, 
said: “This mindless 
damage has caused a great 
deal of cost, incon¬ 
venience and upset to the

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owners of these vehicles, 
some of which were 
parked on driveways. 

“Several of the windows 
have small holes in them, 
and officers are consider¬ 
ing if a BB gun or air rifle 
could have caused the 
damage. 

“If so, the consequences 
of these incidents could 
have been far greater than 
they were.” 

He added: “I appeal for 
any witnesses or anyone 
who may have seen any 


suspicious persons or 
vehicles in the affected 
areas of Newmarket and 
Exning overnight between 
Saturday and Sunday to 
contact Suffolk Police.” 

Police received 26 calls 
on Sunday about damage 
to 34 vehicles during the 
previous night. 

Four of the cars were in 
Exning Road, Newmarket, 
nine were damaged in 
Burwell Road, Exning, 
three were damaged in 
Black Bear Lane, 
Newmarket, five were in 
North End Road, Exning, a 
car and a truck were 
damaged in Chapel Street, 


Exning, two cars were 
damaged in Rowley Drive, 
Newmarket, and another 
two in Rowley Court. 

Other cars damaged 
were in New Cheveley 
Road, Portland Green, 
Hamilton Road, Stamford 
Street and The Avenue, 
Newmarket, as well as 
Laceys Lane and Ducks 
Lane in Exning.

Men fight for 
right to drink 
in town 
centre pubs 

TWO men are opposing 
moves to ban them from pubs 
and clubs in a town centre. 

Curtis Miller, 23, and Billy 
Reddick, 22, appeared before 
magistrates when Forest 
Heath District Council 
applied for drink banning 
orders against them 

Paul Weller, council 
solicitor, told the court a ban 
from all licensed premises in 
Newmarket town centre was 
being sought. It was to 
include the High Street, 
Grosvenor Yard, Wellington 
Street and Sun Lane. 

But the hearing was 
adjourned until July 1 after 
Miller, of Wilfred Sherman 
Close, Newmarket, and 
Reddick, of Centre Drive, 
Newmarket, denied the 
allegation against them. 

The council now has to 
serve statements of the 
evidence. 

Mr Weller said the men 
were involved in separate 
drink-related incidents in 
Newmarket on Sunday, 
February 7. 

He said a new law which 
took effect earlier this year 
allowed a court to make a 
banning order against anyone 
“engaged in criminal or 
disorderly conduct while 
under the influence of 
alcohol.” 

He said a ban could last 
between two months and two 
years and could apply to a 
defined area. 

A previous attempt by the 
council to obtain a banning 
order last month failed when 
magistrates ruled it would be 
“disproportionate”. 

Two further applications 
for banning orders are due to 
be considered by the court 
later this month. 


Burglar flees 
with jewellery 

A BURGLAR fled with 
jewellery worth £1,650 when 
he was confronted. 

The thief was disturbed in 
a house in Exning Road, 
Newmarket, at 4pm on 
Saturday. 

The burglar ran off and got 
into a blue box van which 
sped off towards Exning. 

A gold wedding ring and 
another ring were stolen, 
together with a gold chain. 

The thief was white, of 
stocky build and 5ft 8in, 
wearing dark blue jeans, 
black boots and a white 
hooded top.

Pick-up crash left 
man fatally injured 


A CRASH victim’s family 
agreed to allow his 
organs to be used for 
transplants. 

Thomas Carr, 23, died two 
days after a crash in which he 
suffered serious injuries. 

An inquest heard on Tuesday 
that his family agreed to organ 
transplantation after brain 
stem tests were used to certify 
death. 

The roof of his Ford Ranger 
pick-up truck was crushed to 
such an extent that the first 
person on the scene did not 
believe that anyone was inside. 

Mr Carr, who worked as a 
landscaper, was resuscitated at 
the scene of the crash at 
Ousden, on December 13, after 
a policewoman found him in 
the cab.

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He suffered serious injuries 
to his head, chest, abdomen 
and spine. He was taken by 
ambulance to West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, 
where he later died. 

The cause of death was given 
as severe traumatic brain 
injury with fractures to the 
pelvis and vertebrae. 

Dr Peter Dean, Suffolk 
coroner, recorded a verdict of 
accidental death at the inquest 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

Christopher Nunn, who lives 
near the scene of the crash, 
said, in a statement read by the 
coroner, that he heard a noise 
like a siren and looked out to 
see headlights at around

7.15pm. 

He drove to nearby Front 
Street and found the pick-up 


with the roof flattened to the 
level of the seats. 

Pc Sharon Taylor, the first 
officer at the scene, discovered 
Mr Carr, of Stores Hill, Dalham, 
in the cab. 

A report by a police crash 
investigator said that Mr Carr 
had not been wearing a seat 
belt and a blood test later 
showed a reading of 178 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood - more than 
twice the legal limit of 80mg. 

The crash happened just 
after warning signs for bends. 

The investigator said the 
pick-up had run onto the soft 
verge on the nearside before 
crashing into a hedge and 
mature tree on the other side 
of the road. 


Mystery blaze leaves vehicles badly damaged 


ONE car was destroyed 
and three others 
damaged in a mystery 
blaze. 

Police have appealed 
for information foll¬ 
owing the blaze in 
Laburnum Avenue, 


Mildenhall, between 
11.10pm and 11.20pm 
last Thursday. 

A white Citroen AX 
was destroyed and 
three other cars parked 
nearby were also 
damaged. 


These included an 
Audi A3, a Ford Ka and 
a Vauxhall Corsa. 

The cause of the fire 
has not been estab¬ 
lished. 

Last month seven 
cars were burned in 


two separate fires on 
the same night on 
Newmarket’s Studlands 
Park estate. 

Police are not 
making any links with 
the Mildenhall inci¬ 
dent.

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Racing home 
bucks trend In 
training stakes 


NEWMARKET has bucked 
a national trend by 
keeping the same number 
of racehorses in training 
against a national fall. 

The Jockey Club’s 
annual review shows that 
there were 2,257 horses in 
training in the town - 
exactly the same as the 
previous year. 

But other training 
centres, including Lam- 
bourn in Berkshire, have 
shown reductions. 

Trainers’ contributions 
for the use of the gallops 
and training grounds 
helped increase Jockey 
Club Estates’ operation 
profit to £500,000 in 2009 
from £400,000 the 
previous year. 

The National Stud at 
Newmarket, in its first 
year under the ownership 
of the Jockey Club, 
showed a profit of 
£200,000 from a loss of 
£100,000 in 2008. 

Turnover also increased 
to £2.1 million from £1.3 
million in 2008.

The report also shows 
that Racing Welfare, the 
Newmarket-based charity 
which is part of the Jockey 
Club, is planning to 
develop 30 new 
retirement homes in 
Newmarket in the next 
four years at an estimated 


cost of more than £1.2 
million. 

Nationally, the report 
shows that 1.79 million 
people went to race 
meetings in 2009 - an 
increase following 
declines in previous years. 

A record £41.3 million 
in prize money was 
distributed through the 14 
Jockey Club racecourses 
which include New¬ 
market’s two racecourses 
and Huntingdon. 

Overall The Jockey 
Club’s operating profit fell 
to £17.2 million from 
£19.1 million with net 
profit of £3.7 million 
compared to £6.2 million 
in 2008. 

Peter Bazalgette, Jockey 
Club chief executive, said: 
“We not only halted the 
steady decline in race¬ 
course attendances, but 
we made gains, which 
frankly is exceptional 
given the pressure on 
leisure spend last year.”

Newmarket 
Racecourse said more

The series attracts 
total crowds of around 
100,000 and in 
previous years some 
nights have been sold 
out in advance. 

The cheapest tickets 
for the garden 
enclosure are sold out 
for Spandau Ballet on 
June 25, Simply Red 
on July 16, Madness 
on August 6 and 
Westlife on August 13. 


Tickets for the same 
enclosure for 
Razorlight on August 6 
are also expected to 
sell out. 

Top price premier 
enclosure tickets are 
almost sold out for 
Spandau Ballet, Simply 
Red and Westlife. 

Gemma Hussey, 
racecourse marketing 
manager, said: “We've 
got a particularly strong 
set of acts this year and 
were able to announce 
the full line-up much 



earlier than usual. 

“As a result, ticket 
sales are way ahead of 
where we were this 
time last year. Even in 
a tough financial 
climate, people still 
want to come and 
enjoy the best summer 
Friday night experience 
in the East of England. 

“We will have a 
limited number of TVs 
showing the World Cup 
matches on race days, 
including England v 
Algeria which coincides 
with our opening 
Newmarket Night on 
Friday, June 18.”

Stoute’s stable 
lad accused of 
domestic assault

AN award-winning stable 
worker has appeared in 
court accused of domestic 
violence. 

Stuart Messenger, head lad at 
Sir Michael Stoute’s stables in 
Newmarket, is alleged to have 
thrown an ornamental pig out of 
a window at his flat, hitting his 
partner Lee Saunders on the 
head. 

He appeared before 
magistrates just two days after 
one of the stable’s horses, 
Workforce, won the Derby. 

Messenger, who earlier this 
year won the £15,000 top prize 
when he was named employee 
of the year at the annual Stable 
and Stud Staff awards, is accused 
of causing actual bodily harm, 
assault and criminal damage to 
Miss Saunders’ mobile phone. 

Messenger, 47, who lives at Sir 
Michael’s Freemason Lodge yard 
in Bury Road, Newmarket, did 
not enter pleas to the charges 
when he appeared before

magistrates at Bury St Edmunds. 

The charges are alleged to 
have arisen from incidents in 
and outside his flat on April 23. 

He asked for the case to be 
sent to the Crown court and the 
magistrates adjourned the case 
until July 19 for the preparation 
of papers for the case to go for 
trial. 

Nikki Miller, prosecuting, said 
the case was suitable to be heard 


at magistrates’ court. But it is 
now set to go to Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

She said the actual bodily harm 
incident followed an “altercation” 
as Miss Saunders was collecting 
some immediate belongings and 
leaving the flat. 

As she passed below an upstairs 
window Messenger is alleged to 
have thrown an ornamental pig 
out hitting her on the head and 
the shoulder. 

“She screamed and there was 
blood trickling down the side of 
her face,” said Mrs Miller. 

In an earlier incident 
Messenger is accused of 
damaging Miss Saunders’ HTC 
Magic mobile phone, worth 
£600, and assaulting her. 

Messenger was released on 
bail with a condition not to 
contact Miss Saunders.

Air wing hosts memorial 
at American cemetery 

US SERVICE personnel from Mildenhall 
were hosts when Cambridge’s newly- 
appointed American-born mayor, Cllr Sheila 
Stuart, was among around 100 people who 
laid wreaths at the annual memorial service 
at the Madingley American cemetery. 

The service, which commemorates more 
than 3,800 US troops buried there, included 
representatives from nearby US Air Force 
bases.

The old pool, which was 
more than 70 years old, 
closed at the end of 2008 
when the long-awaited new 
pool opened to the public. 

Estate agents Savills, which 
acted for the council in the 
sale of the pool, has 
confirmed the sale for an 
undisclosed figure. 

The agents said the site 
was suitable for “a variety of 
uses - subject to planning”.

“There is now the 
opportunity to transform the 
former swimming pool site 
with a suitable 
development.”

Swimming Pool site on 
behalf of Lorest Heath 
District Council. 

“This part of the high 
street is in need of 
regeneration and the sale

There was applause and 
cheers from members of 
Newmarket’s horse racing 
industry after district councillors 
voted unanimously to refuse 
planning permission for Lord 
Derby’s scheme to develop 160 
acres of his land on the edge of 
the town. 

The controversial scheme has 
been opposed by the industry 
which feared it would harm the 
town’s unique character and 
historic status as the home of 
horse racing. 

Supporters of the campaign, 
including top race horse trainers 
Sir Michael Stoute, Luca Cumani, 
John Berry and Mark Tompkins, 
packed the public gallery at 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
headquarters in Mildenhall 
where the planning committee 
was considering Lord Derby’s 
application to develop his 
Hatchfield Farm next to the A14.

Television racing pundit John 
McCririck was among the 
campaigners and after the 
meeting he said: “It’s a terrific 
vote and great for democracy. 

“You’ve got to preserve the 
history of Newmarket.” 

He said Eric Pickles, the new 
Secretary of State for com¬ 
munities and local government, 
deserved praise for issuing 
guidance to the council about 
the abolition or regional 
planning strategies which set 
housing targets. 

Rachel Hood, who chairs the 
Save Historic Newmarket action 
group which has campaigned 
against the scheme with all 
sectors of the racing industry, 
said: “We want to thank the 
councillors because they have 
stood up for the people of 
Newmarket. They have pro¬ 
tected Newmarket which is a 
national treasure.”

retained planning consultants to 
fight the scheme on behalf of the 
industry as well as Sheikh 
Mohammed’s Godolphin racing 
organisation and Jockey Club 
Estates. 

Matthew Hancock, New¬ 
market’s newly-elected Conser¬ 
vative MP, said after the 
decision: “This decision shows 
the local council and the new 
Government working together 
for the people of Newmarket. 

“The inappropriate develop¬ 
ment of Hatchfield Farm was 
being forced on Newmarket by 
John Prescott’s Regional Spatial 
Strategy.” 

Lord Derby, who had prom¬ 
ised to pay up to £60 million for 
community improvement 
including upgrading horse walks 
and horse crossings, said: “I’m 
hugely disappointed.” 

He said traffic issues raised by 
some councillors were “resolv¬ 
able”. 

“I’ll be discussing the next 
step with my team and there’s a 
strong likelihood of an appeal,” 
he said.

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‘My little girls helped me 
through battle with cancer’ 



R unning out of 

her playroom, a 
toy pig tucked 
under one arm, little 
Lottie asks her 
mummy for a cuddle 
and then some warm 
milk, please. 

Aged four, she’s 
adorable. And, along with 
her big sister Poppy, 6, 
she’s clearly the apple of 
her mother’s eye. 

“I do love being a 
mum,” says Clair Meager, 
pulling Lottie on to her 
lap and giving her a 
squeeze. “It’s the one 
thing I always wanted to 
do in life. I can’t say it’s 
always been easy; a lot’s 
happened in the last few 
years... But the girls gave 
me a focus: they’ve really 
helped me through.” 

When Lottie was just 
eight months old, Clair 
was diagnosed with an 
aggressive form of breast 
cancer. Only 35, she was 
prescribed surgery, 
chemo, radiotherapy, 
numerous medications. 

It was, she admits, a real 
rollercoaster ride - which 
ended with a full 
hysterectomy and the 
breakdown of her 
marriage. 

“As I said, it’s not always 
been easy,” says Clair, now 
37. “But the cancer 
changed me: it made me a

stronger person. And it 
made me want to achieve 
things - to finish my 
degree, go to Paris, see 
Kylie in concert... I 
wanted to know that, if 
the cancer ever returned, I 
could look back and say 
‘I’ve done all those things, 
been to all those places’; it 
made me want to get out 
there and really live my 
life.” Among Clair’s goals 
was to raise both cash and 
awareness for cancer 
research and support 
charities - to date, she’s 
raised more than £7,000 
through sponsored walks 
and runs. 

Next month, Clair will 
be one of 8,000 women 
pulling on their trainers 
and hitting the streets of 
Cambridge for the annual 
Race for Life. A sponsored 
event, open to women 
only, it’s held in aid of 
Cancer Research UK. 

Since its launch in 1994, 
Race for Life has grown 
into the largest women- 
only fundraising event in 
Britain. Open to people of 
all ages and levels of 
fitness, 230 races now take 
place up and down the 
country every summer. 

Every pound raised 


goes to a 4,500-strong 
team of researchers, 
doctors and nurses, all 
dedicated to helping more 
people beat cancer; so far, 
an incredible 4.7 million 
women have raced for life 
- raising more than £370 
million in the process. 

Taking place on July 4, 
the 2010 Cambridge race 
will be the first ever to 
traverse the historic city 
centre: starting on Parker’s 
Piece, women can walk, 
jog or run the 5km route 
to fesus Green. Between 
them, the Cambridge 
racers are aiming to raise 
an awe-inspiring £577,000 
this year alone. 

“It’s always very 
emotional,” admits Clair, 
who will be running 
alongside fellow breast 
cancer survivor Hilary 
Tunnicliffe - her former 
biology teacher at 
Parkside Federation in 
Cambridge. Hilary made 
history last year by 
submitting the biggest 
ever Race for Life team; 
this time, Clair will be 
joining her troops. 

“Doing something like 
Race for Life is probably 
the only time I let it all in - 
and let it all out,” 


continues Clair. “I always 
cry. You can’t sit around 
every day thinking about 
cancer, but on those 
occasions, well, that’s 
what they’re all about... 

I don’t see that as a 
negative thing at all. In 
fact, I think it’s healing.” 

Sitting in the kitchen of 
her Stretham home, Clair 
explains she discovered a 
lump in her left breast 
when Lottie was still a 
small baby. 

“I literally just folded 
my arms, tucking my 
hands under my armpits, 
and felt a little lump,” she 
remembers. “As soon as I 
felt it, I just knew what it 
was. I can’t explain it, but 
I just knew. The first thing 
that went through my 
head was ‘I don’t want to 
have chemo; I don’t want 
to lose my hair’...” 

Visiting the doctor the 
next day, Clair was swiftly 
referred to 

Addenbrooke’s. To begin 
with, medics thought the 
lump might simply be a 
cyst: statistics show that 
the vast majority of breast 
cancers - eight out of 10 - 
are diagnosed in women 
over 50; Clair was only 35. 

But tests confirmed

Clair’s fears. She had 
cancer and, though 
caught at an early stage, it 
was an aggressive form. 
“They said they wanted to 
give me all the treatment 
they could,” she explains. 
“In the short time 
between me finding it and 
having it out, the lump 
had grown.” 

After a lumpectomy, 
Clair started chemo. “The 
only person around my 
age I knew who’d been 
through it was Kylie,” she 
laughs. “She was finishing 
treatment around the 
time I started. But from 
the beginning I focused 
on the positive. It never 
occurred to me that I 
might die. I didn’t allow 
myself to think like that.” 

Among the toughest 
things was, continues 
Clair, telling Poppy, then 
three, that her mummy 
was ill. “We said that 
mummy had monster 
cells and she needed 
special medicine to get rid 
of them because they 
were making her poorly,” 
says Clair. “We drew 
pictures of the monster 
cells and the medicine, 
and I took her to the 
hospital, just into the 
waiting room, so she knew 
where I was going when I 
disappeared for 
treatment. Considering 
her age, she handled it all 
very well.” 

With her husband 
working from home, so he 
could continue his job 
and also care for the girls, 
Clair’s mum took her for 
her chemo appointments. 
“I lost my hair after the 
second dose,” she recalls. 
“And, in fact, it seemed 
like an insignificant thing 
by then - so much else 
was going on.” 

Chemo was, admits 
Clair, a gruelling process. 
With nausea and 
exhaustion among the 
side-effects, she says 
“there were times when I’d 
just had enough. I do 
remember thinking ‘If this 
comes back, I don’t know 
if I can go through all this 
again’. The worst thing for 


me wasn’t the intravenous 
chemo, actually. I opted to 
take part in a trial and 
switched to a tablet form 
part-way through; from a 
psychological point of 
view, I found that even 
harder -1 was taking these 
tablets knowing how 
horrible they’d make me 
feel.” 

Spending as much time 
as possible with her 
children, Clair says they 
inspired her to keep going. 
After chemo came 
radiotherapy and then 18 
doses of the headline¬ 
grabbing drug herceptin, 
hailed as a revolutionary 
breast cancer treatment. 

Just as Clair seemed to 
be nearing the finish line, 
doctors told her that she 
had tested positive for 
HNPCC, a genetic 
condition which raises the 
risk of developing a whole 
range of cancers. “They 
said I had a 60 per cent 
chance of developing 
colon cancer, uterine 
cancer and ovarian 
cancer,” she explains. 

“My father died of 
bowel cancer when he 
was 40. My parents had 
separated by then; I didn’t 
know him all that well. It 
wasn’t until I was 
diagnosed with cancer 
that I really thought about 
what he’d been through, 
how hard it must have 
been. 

“I don’t remember 
feeling angry when they 
told me, but I knew I had a 
lot of thinking to do.” 

After much soul- 
searching, Clair opted for 
a full hysterectomy (to 
prevent ovarian or uterine 
cancer developing in the 
future). “I can continue to 
be monitored for breast 
and colon cancer,” she 
explains, “but it’s far 
harder to check for 
ovarian or uterine 
problems. 

“I never wanted to say 
never where having more 
children was concerned. 
But I realised that I had 
two girls already - and 
that I’d rather have more 
time with them than risk 


developing anything else.” 

Now separated from her 
husband, Clair admits she 
has some bad days. But, 
seemingly aglow with 
health and enthusiasm for 
life, she is looking to the 
future. 

With an OU degree in 
English Literature now 
under her belt - she’s only 
just graduated - Clair’s 
ambition is to train as a 
teacher when the girls are 
a little older. And she’s 
currently in the process of 
qualifying as a yoga 
instructor, something she 
credits with giving her 
both peace and 
perspective. 

Doctors can’t screen for 
HNPCC but, because it’s 
an inherited condition, 
Clair says both her sister 
and daughters will start 
having regular health 
checks at an early age, to 
be on the safe side; 
routine mammograms 
aren’t carried out until 
women are in their 50s. 

Statistics show that, 
thanks to early detection 
and advances in research, 
more women are 
surviving breast cancer 
now than ever before. 

“By the time my girls are 
my age, things will have 
moved on even further,” 
adds Claire. “That’s why I 
want to raise money for 
Cancer Research - to help 
women like me in the 
future. And I want to raise 
awareness too, because 
the earlier cancer is 
detected the better: if you 
notice any changes in 
your breasts at all, go 
straight to the doctor.” 

Clair will remain on the 
anti-cancer drug 
tamoxifen for the next two 
years - and will continue 
to have health checks for 
the foreseeable future. 

“You just have to keep 
going,” adds Clair. “Don’t 
push yourself too hard; 
don’t expect too much of 
yourself. Take one day at a 
time, keep putting one 
foot in front of the other. 
It’s like doing Race for Life: 
it’s the only way to reach 
that finish line.”

Marianne Fellowes, of 
the county’s domestic 
abuse team, appealed to 
family members to report 
abuse even if the victims 
did not. 

She said: “Alcohol is no 
excuse for emotional, 
financial, physical or 
sexual abuse within a 
relationship. 

“This is why we have 
joined up with partner 
agencies to warn potential 
offenders, and to 
encourage victims and 
family members to report 
incidents. Those who are 
violent after football 
matches may have been 
drinking, but the majority 
of them will already be 


behaving abusively when 
not drunk as well. 

“There are opportunities 
nationally and locally for 
both offenders to change 
their behaviour and for 
victims to understand the 
true nature of abuse, and 
to access groups or 
individual support. 

“We encourage people to 
seek help out as soon as 
possible whether it is 
through ourselves or other 
organisations.” 

The police campaign is 
also encouraging victims of 
racial abuse or other “hate 
crimes” to report them. 

In addition it warns fans 
of the penalties they may 
face for public order 
offences. Officers will be 
issuing on the spot fines of 
£80 for minor offences. 
Offenders could also face a 
ban from pubs, clubs and 
other licensed premises.

SELF-DOUBT is hard-wired into the 
British psyche at birth. While 
Americans seem to exist in a bubble 
of self-confidence that borders on 
arrogance, we don’t just hide our 
lights under a bushel, we extinguish 
them entirely. 

Heaven forbid we should embrace 
the possibility that we are beautiful, 
intelligent, charming and desirable 
creatures. It’s much better to expect 
the worst and then be pleasantly 
surprised when life unexpectedly 
deals us a half-decent hand. 

Jim Field Smith’s effervescent 
romantic comedy strikes a chord, 
centring on a lovable airport 
security guard, whose low self¬ 
esteem almost wrecks the best 
relationship he might ever have. 
We’ve all done it - extinguished the 
embers of potential romance before 
they have even smoldered because 
the girl or guy we like is simply too 
good looking, funny or smart to be 
interested. 

In She’s Out Of My League, Kirk 
Kettner (Baruchel) is cruelly 


dumped by his girlfriend Mamie 
(Sloane). To rub salt into the 
wounds, his parents (LeFevre, 

Rupp) have adopted Marnie like a 
surrogate daughter so she is always 
around the house with her new 
boyfriend in tow. 

Kirk desperately wants to win her 
back but best friend Stainer strongly 
counsels against it, having always 
loathed Marnie. 

Somehow, Kirk ends up on a date 
with Molly (Eve), a beautiful 
passenger who passes through his 
security gate at Pittsburgh airport. 
She seems keen, much to the 
bemusement of Kirk’s jealous 
buddies, Stainer and Jack (Vogel). 
As Kirk and Molly grow closer, he 


takes her home to meet his loved 
ones. 

“Twenty minutes with your family 
and she’ll file for a restraining 
order,” guffaws Stainer. Perhaps. 
This is a predictable yet hugely 
enjoyable genre piece that relies on 
our natural empathy for Baruchel’s 
nice guy as he wrestles with myriad 
insecurities and derision from the 
people who should be bolstering his 
self-confidence. 

His performance anchors the 
picture and Eve is an adorable 
object for Kirk’s affections. 

The haphazard journey of self- 
discovery culminates in some 
bruising home truths at the airport. 
Love hurts.

|H often an 
-L afterthought for 
homeowners, who see 
the front of their house 
only as a point of access 
and, more specifically, as 
a place to park their car 
and put their dustbins. 

However, there is so much 
you can do with a front garden 
to make the whole house 
welcoming and increase its 
value, and it doesn’t have to be 
high maintenance if you 
choose the right plants. 

This year’s Chelsea gold 
medal-winning Upwardly 
Mobile Garden got me thinking 
about how people who invest 
in their front garden can take 
many of the plants with them if 
they move, either by planting 
them in large containers or 
propagating them. 

John Lord, managing 
director of John Woods 
Nurseries, which co-created 
the garden with Capel Manor 
College, said: “We wanted to 
show how with woody plants 
you can create a front garden 
that inspires. 

“When you go to Holland 


by Hannah Stephenson 

and Germany you see that 
people invest in their front 
gardens, but people here don’t 
take care of them. Yet they can 
add value to their property.” 

The theme of the Upwardly 
Mobile Garden was to 
demonstrate how easy it is to 
create a garden, especially your 
first, and take components of 
it, such as planted containers, 
with you when you move 
home. In this way, you take 
your ideas and learning with 
you throughout life. 

“We’ve used plants that are 
happy in different types of soils 
and situations, for example, to 
help inexperienced gardeners 
understand their options,” says 
Lord. 

Included in the garden were 
low maintenance plants 
including Diervilla Cool Splash, 


Prunus ‘Kojo-no-mai’, 
Geranium ‘Johnson’s Blue’, 
Sambucus ‘Black Beauty’ and 
Heuchera ‘Midnight Rose’. 

Invest in the biggest pots you 
can afford for permanent 
plantings which you intend to 
take with you when you move. 
John Woods used its own 
Endless Summer collection of 
Hydrangea macrophylla in 
pots, which unusually produce 
flowers on old and new wood 
and therefore are repeat 
flowering throughout the 
summer, regardless of late 
frosts or incorrect pruning. 

If you want a tree as a focal 
point in your front garden, 
think about buying a specimen 
that will grow in a pot, which 
will be able to move with you in 
years to come. The Upwardly 
Mobile Garden featured a 
Cornus ‘Venus’, a flowering 
dogwood with good drought 
tolerance and a high resistance 
to diseases, in a large container. 
It produces striking white 
bracts up to 15cm in diameter 
each May, followed by rich red 
autumn colour and grows to 
around 3.5m in 10 years. 

When planting permanent 
plants in containers, use a soil- 
based compost like John Innes 
which has a bit more body 


than some of the others and 
give the plant a good mulch 
and feed in spring. 

Of course, if you want to take 
the fruits of your labour with 
you, you can also plant 
specimens that are going to be 
easy to propagate or divide. 
Clumps of ornamental grasses 
can easily be lifted and divided 
so you can take a portion with 
you. 

The easiest way to take a 
little piece of your garden when 
you move is by taking 
hardwood cuttings of your 
favourite shrubs and other 
plants. Plants including 
berberis, buddleia, cornus, 
kerria, spiraea, deciduous 
viburnum, mock orange and 
salix are all suited to this 
method. 

Look for shoots which have 
grown during the current 
season and are about pencil 
thickness or more. Cut them 
off, leaving a small stub on the 
parent plant. Trim the bottom 
of the cutting just below a leaf 
joint and the top just above 
one, so the shoot’s around 20- 
23cm (8-9in) long, with all the 
soft growth at the top removed. 

Dip the bottom of the 
cutting into hormone rooting 
liquid and then place it in a

pre-prepared slit trench part- 
filled with sharp sand to aid 
drainage, so the tops of the 
cuttings are around 7.5cm (3in) 
above ground, refilling the 
trench with soil and firming in 
the cuttings. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Allium (Ornamental onion) 
Their lollipop blooms always 
make a statement in any 
border, rising above all else to 
display mainly purple or white 
globes of flowers. The most 
majestic is the giant A. 
giganteum, which grows to 
1.2m (4ft) and produces 
impressive lilac ball-shaped 
flowers in early summer. The 


popular A. cristophii has a 
narrow growth habit which 
means bulbs can be slotted 
between other plants in the 
garden during autumn. 
Growing between 30-60cm (1- 
2ft), they produce round heads 
20cm (8in) across on tall stems, 
packed with starry purple 
flowers, which eventually fade 
to green. 

Alliums will thrive in any 
well-drained soil in full sun. 
Clumps should be divided in 
autumn every three years. They 
look great popping up through 
ornamental grasses or other 
plants which hide the allium 
foliage, which starts to die off 
before the flowers bloom.

LEXUS and Toyota cars may 
have been subject to recalls 
over recent months but UK 
owners still rate them highly, 
a survey has shown. 

Lexus topped a UK vehicle 
ownership satisfaction study table 
compiled by JD Power and 
Associates and What Car? 

And Toyota was fifth in the 
table, which was based on the 
responses of more than 17,000 UK 
car owners. 

In addition, the Lexus RX was 
rated best sports utility vehicle 
and the Lexus IS was the best 
compact executive car, while the 
Toyota Aygo was the best city car 
and the Toyota Yaris was joint top 
(with the Honda Jazz) in the

small car category. 

In the manufacturers’ list 
topped by Lexus, Honda was in 
second place, Jaguar third and 
Mercedes-Benz fourth. 

For Lexus, it was a 10th 
successive year at the top of the 
charts in this survey. 

The company scored 846 points 
out of a possible 1,000. The points 
were based on vehicle appeal, 
which includes performance, 
design, comfort and features; 
vehicle quality and reliability; 
ownership costs, which includes 
fuel consumption, insurance and 
costs of service/repair; and dealer 
service satisfaction. 

Rounding out the highest- 
ranked five nameplates are 
Honda (825), Jaguar (818), 
Mercedes-Benz (817) and Toyota 
(814). 

“Earning industry-benchmark 
status year after year demands an 
in-depth understanding on how 
to match and further exceed cus¬ 
tomer expectations in an ever- 
changing and challenging 
environment within the 
automotive industry,” said Martin 
Volk, senior research manager at 
JD Power and Associates. 


At the model level, Lexus, 
Honda and Toyota each capture 
two awards. The Lexus RX (SUV) 
and IS (compact executive car); 
Honda Jazz (small car) and Accord 
(upper medium car); and Toyota 
Aygo (city car) and Yaris (small 
car) each rank highest in their 
respective segments. Also receiv¬ 
ing segment-level awards are the 
Kia cee’d (lower medium car); 
Mazda MX-5 (sports car); and the 
Mercedes-Benz B-Class (MPV). 

While a majority of brands 
have increased in satisfaction 
compared with 2009, Hyundai, 
Mitsubishi and Nissan all 
improve considerably - up 19 
points, 24 points and 14 points, 
respectively. In addition, Jaguar is 
up 13 points from 2009 and 
performs particularly well in 
vehicle appeal and service 
satisfaction. The Jaguar XF also 
ranks highest in the executive/ 
luxury car segment. 

“It’s a fantastic performance 
from Jaguar and great news for 
the brand,” said Steve Fowler, 
editor of What Car? The annual 
JD Power and Associates /What 
Car? study is based on a study of 
17,000 respondents.
